Wool a ch arsenal has turned from 
the mat. ifa aire of w a r material to 
t hi* peactf ¡1 pursuit - of trade.

whi. h duri ng the war sent out vast

munitions 
for use 
against the Germans. 
The 1 rkel purchased to m a n u f a c ­ 
ture bullets is being used in the a r ­ 
senal to make five-cent pieces for 
British 
Honduras currency. 
There 
is a world of shortage of locom otives 
and railway cars. 
To meet this it 
was decided to m anufactu re these 
articles in the arsenal and work al- 
is underw ay there on orders 
for 2,500 cars, 100 locomotives and 
for repair work on 700 cars. 
This serves 
a 
double 
purpose. 
Thirty thousand persons now are em ­ 
ployed in the arsenal where 110,000 
were at 
work in wartime. 
Thous­ 
ands of these men are skilled m u n i­ 
tion workers. 
By keeping these busy 
m aking locawotives and other peace­ 
ful prod sots, the 
government 
not 
only gives them work 
but 
retains 
their service-. 
In event of another 
w ar they could return immediately 
to the

they are skilled.
